Towers until suitable space can be found nearer the new 
building. The current lease will expire in 1963 and it is 
essential that government owned space be made available prior 
to that time if the Institute is to carry out its responsibili- 
ties at the most economical cost. 

In addition to the problem of locating the Foreign Service 
Institute nearby, there is also the problem of locating those 
elements of IGA and USIA which cannot be accommodated in the 
new building because of expansion and the additional require- 
ment that part of USIA be housed in the same building. Ob- 
viously, these elements should also be located near the new 
building. Economy and efficiency of operation leads to the 
conclusion that all three elements, the FSI, ICA and USIA, 
should be located in the same place. It is estimated that 
some 300,000 net usable square feet of space would be re- 
quired*
